The anx iously awaited conv en­ 
tion of the 14 3,000 striking miners 
met at Wilkesbarre, Pa,, Monday , 
but did not reach a v ote on the 
proposed plan of settlement. 
It is 
ex pected to do so today . 
The great majority of the dele­ 
gates were uninstructed, the few 
who were being engineers, firemen 
and pumpmen, who fear that the 
5 ,000 strikers of those classes may 
not get back their old places now 
held 
by 
nonunion 
men. 
This 
blacklist question prov ed the only 
stumbling block in the way of al­ 
most immediate adoption of the 
president’s plan. 
At one time it 
seemed certain that the conv ention 
was about to adopt the recommen­ 
dation of President Mitchell to end 
the strike, but the steam men’s 
plea was too earnest, and the final 
v ote went ov er until today . 
A high district officer said that 
other leaders would speak and that 
there would not be more than fif- 
teen v otes recorded against the ar­ 
bitration plan. 
There were two sessions, fore­ 
noon and afternoon, and the net 
result as regards the progress of the 
conv ention toward its great object 
was 
a 
permanent organization, 
with Mr. Mitchell in the chair, his 
speech lay ing the president’s plan 
before the delegates, his eloquent 
impromptu speech adv ocating its 
adoption and the appointment of a 
committee on resolutions. 
Th is committee, as Mr. Mitchell 
said to the delegates, would pre­ 
pare a formal statement to the pub­ 
lic telling fully and carefully why 
the conv ention decided to continue 
the strike, if it should so decide, or 
why the strike was declared off, if 
that was the outcome of their de­ 
liberations. 
The question before the conv en­ 
tion when it adjourned for the day 
was on the adoption of the res­ 
olution 
embodied 
in 
President 
Aiitchell’s opening speech to call 
off the strike and leav e all ques­ 
tions to the president’s commission. 
The surprise of the conv ention 
was the decision to admit news­ 
paper men to all the sessions. 
The 
pleas which won were that the re­ 


porters 
represented 
the people; 
that public opinion had helped the 
strikers, and that the best way to 
get an accurate report of this con­ 
v ention, of immediate and v ast na­ 
tional import, was to let the press 
representativ es stay there on the 
spot. 
In his opening speech President 
Mitchell said ; 
“ That there are discordant ele­ 
ments in this conv ention, that there 
are dissatisfied ones at home, I am 
fully aware, but gentlemen, with 
all the earnestness of which I am 
possessed, I urge that y ou giv e 
y our approv al to the action of y our 
ex ecutiv e officers, who hav e recom­ 
mended acceptance of the propo­ 
sition that the strike be declared 
off, and all men are then to return 
to work in the positions and work­ 
ing places occupied by them prior 
to the inauguration of the strike, 
and that all questions at issue be 
submitted for adjustment to the 
tribunal selected by the president 
of the United States.” 
Later he said: 
“ We 
hav e 
not 
adopted the 
operators’ proposition as they made 
it, and the 
proposition 
would 
nev er, with my consent, hav e been 
adopted as they made it. 
When 
the coal 
companies thought to 
practically name the arbitrators we 
objected and secured a modification 
of their proposal. 
That modifica­ 
tion enabled the president to select 
men outside of the classes suggested 
by the operators. 
Organized labor 
is represented on the commission. 
I do not, howev er, assume that 
either the capitalists or the trade 
unionists who are on the commis­ 
sion will permit their special in­ 
terests to influence their judgment 
in making their decisions; but or­ 
ganized labor is on that commis­ 
sion, and it is there becau.se the 
president of 
the United* States 
wanted it there, and because we 
would not agree to trie proposition 
unless it was there.”
